The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest the improvements obtained by using a aqueous 98% trehalose 
solution in the process of the instant claims wherein the degree of supersaturation is kept to less 
than 1.15, In this respect US Patent 5441644 appears to be the closest prior art. This reference 
fails to teach or suggest controlling the degree of supersaturation to less than 1.15 or the 
improved crystal structure obtained thereby. The rapid cooling disclosed therein suggests only 
higher degrees of supersaturation were envisioned . Nor, does the prior art teach of suggest the 
improved properties of products obtained in process of incorporating the specific crystalline form 
of trehalose recited in the instant claims newly obtainable by the crystallization process of the 
instant application.
